against them. On other fields, also.
Teutonic efforts had boon futile. Thus
far Turkey had boon of little assist-unc- o

and tho holy war had failed to
como into being. Gorman Southwest
Africa had been lost and Gorman in-

fluence In Asia had been smothered
by the Japanese.

As an offset, the Germans still held
practically all tho conquered territory
which had fallen Into their hands.
Their lines still held firmly in Po-

land, in Flanders and in France. It
was apparent that, as yet the Teutonic
combination showed no sign of weak-

ening, and a war of attrition seemed
inevitable. Both in the east and
in the west the military operations
of the early part of tho year were
practically without decisive result.
The fighting in Poland had resolved
itself into a comploto deadlock. In
January, tho French-Englis- h combine
made three attempts to break tho
Teutonic hold on French territory, but
accomplished little. Tho German un-

successful drlvo at "Warsaw and the
rout of the Austrlans In Galicia left a
slight balance In tho January lighting
in favor of the allies.

From a Btrictly military viewpoint,
February was a promising month for
tho Teutonic allies. By tho middle of

the month, German troops were ad-

vancing all along tho front from
the Vistula to tho Niomen, and thus,
seven months after tho breaking out
of tho war. German soil was practi-
cally cleared of its Russian Invaders.
The deadlock on tho western front
was still unbroken.

Sceno Shifts to Dardanelles.
With the advent of March, there

came a sudden and dramatic change
in the war situation. Tho sceno of
military activity was Ehifted to the
Dardanelles. By the third week ot

the month, Home, Athens, Sotia and
Bucharest were centers of great po-

litical activity. Tho surrondcr of
Przemysl. March 22. was tho most

tlrring victory for the allies since the
h&ttle of the Mame. Tho Germun
assertion that the military power of
Russia had dwindled Into insignitl-c.anc- e

was disproved at onco aud the
allied cause gained instant strength in
all the neutral capitals. Ono of tho
greatest strongholds In Europe had
been tnken by the Russians.

Tbo diseBter to the allied fleet at
the iiardanelles. which occurred dur- -

Ing the third week of March, put an
tnd to the expectation ot forciug the
Btraits by naval means alone. Ger-

man prestige advanced perceptibly
and the difficulty of tin; task under-
taker, by the alliei fleet, was now

Tho escape
of tho Russian armies from tho not
plpnrd by tho Merman strategists
was complete. Tho great Teutonic
drive wns brought to n halt nnd In De-

cember the Gortrnns withdrew slight
ly and intrenched for the winter.

Tho month October markod a do- -

ridod revival of military activity on
all fronts. After a long period of com- -

paratlvo quiet in the WeHt. a desper-
ate offensive movement was madn by
the allies. Tho French drlvo In Cham-
pagne was one of the bloodiest at-

tempt!! yet made to plorco the German
lines. After three weeks of incessant
gunfiro, tho French troops left their
trenches. September 2.1, and rushed
tho whole of the first Gorman lino.
Nearly 20.000 German prisoners were
captured, and upward of a hundred
field guns, thus far the greatest single
capture by the French during tho war.
But tlie Germans wero not compelled
to relinquish any groat amount of ter-

ritory. In Artois tho nllies did not suc-

ceed in brenking through the German
lines, but secured some coveted posi-

tions at r.n appalling cost.
This brief period of allied success

was followed by an unexpected turn
of political affairs in the Balkans. For
a second time the Greek king showed
his lack of sympathy with the allies.
In tho spring he had prevented Veni-.olo-

his premier, an avowed sup-

porter of the allies, from sending
troops to tho Dardanelles. Now, when
the allies worn depending upon the
Greeks to hold the Bulgarians in chock,
Constuntme declined again to act.

Serbia la Overrun.
Bulgaria announced her intention to

cast her lot with tho central powers
and the latter opened a campaign hav-

ing Turkish relief for its apparent ob-

jective. On October 10 the Germans
crossed tho Danube and proceeded to
advance southward, every step contest-
ed furiously by tho outnumbered
Serbs. France, England nnd Italy de-

clared war on Bulgaria. All at onco
the renter of military activity was
transferred 'o tho Balkans.

In No.i'iubcr both tho d

allied offensive In the West and tho
Teutonic drivo in tho Fast camo prac-

tically to an end. Tho allies failed to
break the stubborn Gorman linos
only achieved a possible moderate
success in f'liampagno mid Artois at
tremendous cost. By tho middlo of the
month military operations In Russia
were practically at a standstill, tho
German's having failed to accomplish
the object of their campaign. At that

Destruction of the Lusltanla

On May 7. tho big transatlantic liner
Lusltanla was sunk by a German sub-

marine off the coast of Ireland, with
n loss of nearly 1,200 lives; including
upwards of a hundred Americans. On
May 13 tho T'nlted States protested
against tho German submarine policy
and declared its lntontion of main-

taining the rights of American citi-

zens. On May 25 the American steam-
er Nohraskan was seriously damaged
by a torpedo off tho south coaBt of
Ireland. On May 28 the German reply
to tho United States note of protest
in regard to the submarine policy In
the "war zono" was received.
Final statement of the German posi- -

tlon was reserved until a common ba--

sis of fact as to the status of tho Lusi-tani- a

should bo established. On May
31 Germany made official announce-
ment that the Gulfllght had been sunk
by a cTcrman submarine whose cap-

tain failed to recognize the American
'flag.

On Juno R Secretary of State "Wi-

lliam .1. Bryan resigned his office to
avoid signing a second note of pro- -

test to Germany ngainst submarine In- -

terferenco with merchant ships. On
the following day this note was sent
nnd assurances were asked that in fu-

ture American ships and lives should
bo safeguarded. On Juno 22 tho Brit-

ish government sent an official noto
to tho American ambassador explain-
ing efforts made to protect neutral
shipping. On Juno 28 the British
steamer Armenian was destroyed by
r German submarine off the coast of
southern England nnd a number of
'Americans in tho crow lost their lives.

On July 8 Germany replied to the
second Washington noto regarding
the submarine war against merchant
ships, promising Bafoty to United
States ships in the war zone if speclf- -

ically marked, and suggesting that tho
American flag bo placed on four hos
tile steamers for tho safe transporta-
tion of American passengers.

On January 26. the West Virginia

Two days later, in Tennes-
see, tho house passed a bill for a ref-

erendum vote on woman suffrage al-

ready passed by the upper house. Ar--

kansaa declared for prohibition. In
Iowa, prohibition again becomes ef-

fective on January 1. 1916. Both Idaho
and Utah adopted prohibition bills.

South Dakota had taken
similar action January 30. March 10,

Rear AdmiralB Fletcher, Howard and
Cowles were made admirals, a new
naval grade established by the last
congress.

Tho dis-
pute, however, was settled by arbitra-
tion after two days of business paraly-
sis. The carpenters' strike In that
city, which had crippled the building
industry for several months, was end-
ed by a compromise wage agreement
July 10. Ten days later, a strike of
60,000 garment makers in New York
city was averted by a wage increase
of from 12 to 15 per cent.

In July the employees of the Stand-
ard Oil plant at Bayonno, N. J., went
on strike nnd serious rioting followed.
During the lawlessness which pre-

vailed, two strikers were killed and
many policemen and onlookers were
Injured. After a week of disorder, a

wage Increase was obtained and the
strikers resumed work. 22, a
strike for higher and Bhorter
hours at the Remington Arms works,
Bridgeport, Conn., resulted a vic-
tory for the employees. August 4, a
threatened strike involving CO.00O

workers on woman's garments, in
New York city, was prevented by an
increase wages.

LAND AND SEA DISASTERS

ago, occurred January 13. A large dis-

trict in control Italy, east of Rome,
was laid waste and nearly 30,000 Uvea
were lost. At Avozzano, 96 per cent
of the population was destroyed and
the proporty loss was more than $100,-000,00-

February 10, earthquake, hurricane
and an accompanying tidal wave vis-

ited tho American Samoan group and
caused great destruction on tho Manua
islands. In the latter part ot Juno,
severe earth shocks were felt through
the Imperial Talley, in southern Cali-

fornia. July 7, a violent storm swopt
ovor Missouri, Illinois, Ohio and In-

diana aud left wido destruction In its
wake, July 14, southern Ghlna floods
destroyed 80,000 persons. Some parts

It
was ordained that no person, of whatso-
ever rank, except the regular attendants
In the nursery, wete to approach the
cradle, except with an order from the
ICIng's hand. Moreoer. everything In-

tended for tlie royal infant was boiled, to
prevent all risk of poison as far as pos-

sible.

political poisoning Is that of the Sultan
Abdul-Azi- z, who died May 3. 1S70. By
reason of bis advanced ideas he was
forced to abdicate the throne, and fouE
